MONEY. 

I3y teoDnt Englibh papers wo lind oonsid- 
erttblo alarm exiating at the commercial ro- 
lationa between Englaod and tho Uiiitod 
Statu. . Siooe tbs war has terminated the 
imports from Araerioa liave decreased, while 
tbs experts from Ureal Britain to tho lio' 
pttblio have been largely on tho inoroarc. 
la tho article of wheat alono, the falliiig otT 
in tlio importntioa for ten moniha amounlBd 
to over £3,000,000 ; and in tho arliole of meal 
to £875,000. Tha oircumstanco is illustrative 
(il the oflS'ols of tho war on agricultaral 
prodaotion ; for tbe decreate wai due not to 
an; diminution in the English demand, but 
solely to o fulling ofTin the American supply. 
Go tho other hand, when tho rebellion had 
ceasod, it was found that a scarcity existed 
everywhere throughout tho States of English 
goods. Tho moioaotile hoMSQ^ in Great 
Britain had their bands fall to attend to the 
AmorioftD orders, and business for tbe time 
being was unusually brisk. Like most eud- 
den demacda the trndo was overdone, and 
now it in discovered that the exports during 
the months of October and November had 
increased £-1,000,000 on those of the same 
montbs of the previons year. Taking 
even tbe ioereased importation of cotton into 
consideration, there is a balance against the 
United States of jES.OOO.OOO. 'I'ho London 
Times is rather deeply concerned over this 
state uf aliairs, and seoras rather opposed to 
English money being invested so largely in 
American offaiM. "If we are to provide," 
it says, " within a few nooths eight mil- 
lioaa for debtors in tho States, a lew more 
millions lor Brazil, a couple of millions or so 
for the Argentine Republio, some millions 
for Peru, and by-and byo Chili, an indeQaite 
number for Tuikey, for Italy, for Anatfia, (or 
Egypt, and for every other Government— 
Autocratio or Republican — in the world ; il, 
in addition to this, tbe new facilities for em< 
barking money in basiness indnce every man 
who saves to become a partner in some 
roanufactnring or trading company, — why, 
it is not surprising that the rato of discount 
should reoch 8 per cent, or that Consols 
shonld fall to 87." Il is quite possible that 
the export trada with tbe United States has 
been overdone ; but il the TimM thinks to 
induoe capitalists to retain their money in 
England in order that the rate of discount 
may bo small and Oonsols maintain a re< 
spectabic attitude it is oesaying a task very 
like the eGfort to make water tun up a hill. 
Money Will rush to where it can make the 
moat profit— whether that be in American 
railways, or Manchester mills, and all the 
homilies in tho world wont make it do any., 
thing else. If it finds greater interest 
and as good security in the United 
States as in England it will not be de- 
terred by the fact that the former country 
is a Republic, and sometimes not a friendly 
one to Great Brilaln. The money will be 
taken across the Atlantio, and the United 
Slates will have aa additional guarantee of 
peace with England. It is possible in tho 
course o( time that this system of iiivoalini; 
money in foreign and occasionally ioiniicijl 
countries, will produce disaster to tho Englisli 
cspitaliat— that in a ease like that of the 
Trent imbroglio, threats maybe used that tie 
nveatmonts will be confiscated ; but we think 
tho possibility a small one. Repudiation with 
tho United Stales, either individually or 
collectively is o thing of the past. A higher 
tone is entering into the commercial a« well 
as the politioal life of the natioo ; while tho 
blualer of tbe latter is reduced to something 
iikV dignified moderation, the recklessness of 
the former is gradually giving way to oaulion 
and prudoDOO. Under such circumstances, 
and whilo Ihc iinmenae undeveloped resources 
of both the South and Wast cry aloud lor 
capital, English money is bound to flitd its 
way to the Republic, and rates of discount in 
England are bound to rise. This in its turn 
will, of course, affect iojnrioaaly invest- 
ments iu Great Itrilain. As an instance 
of the extent cf Hpeciilation now in 
in Ent;land wo may mention tliat during tho 
past year, no less than 287 public companies 
were formed with a capiial of £107,000,000. 
Tbe capital of the compaoiea otganiKeU for 
the last three years is set down at £300,000,- 
000. No wonder with suoh demands for 
money as these gigantic operations entail 
tho Bank ol England is ob'ifjeJ to raise its 
discount. It is an inavitablo consequence 
rabid speculation. During tho last twenty 
yeors the Daily Ttlerira\>h Informs us tbe 
interest on money has boon gradually rising 
in England.

No doubt 'but' yon are reading fabulous 
reports in Ihe navtspapers of the richness ol 
the Montana mines. All that I can tell you 
is not to give them any eiedouco whatever. 
Bve'ry paying, creek wau discovered last 
spring,' 'a'lfd' nb how discoveriea have been 
made liDro. Maoy parties have been proa- 
peeling thronghout the whulo summer, but 
witboutiaiicc.t8s.< \ 

The misery is exirome. Many ore com- 
polled lu go hunting on Ihe mountains to keep 
thunijulves from starving, and bhould nothing 
new bo discovered tho suHering will be more 
inlonso in tho spring. 

Tho country ia very Que, abounding in 
niagriifioonl, fertile valloya. In time to come 
it will bo a gooil ngricullnral country. It 
would even be very good now \rere it iiot fur 
bad laws which have biren framed by ignor- 
ant, scarcely half-civilised emigrants. A 
more ignorant class of people hardly exists in 
any olher country. 

Minors coming from the west sido of the 
I Rocky Mountains are nut welcome at all by 
thia mean, ilingy set of .people. 

I havo struck Dotbiog thus fur, though I 
may nliimalely do so. 

The vveatber since the 1st December has 
beeC. terribly cold, rendering it dangerous to 
venture out, as you may become frost-bitten 
beforo you are aw8 re of it.
